TO THE BIOHT HONORABLE AND HONOR- 
ABLE THE TRUSTEES OF THE LIN1.N AND 
H£MP£(J MANUFACTURES. 

My Louis ami Gentlemen. 

After moie than nineteen years spent 
in a faithful discharge of tbe several un- 
ties ot my office, as your inspector ge- 
neial, it has fallen to my lot to incur 
your heaviest dKpleasuie, by the commis- 
sion of an act of unexampled weakness. 
Enfeebled by the seveie attacks of a 
constitutional gout, I was just rising from 
the bed of sickness, when 1 Was charged, 
by tbe commistoners of accounts., with 
a seeming fi and upon the funds of your 
Boaid- I knew my innocence, hut 1 had 
no instant recollection of cucuinstances 
that could explain the error and in 
my first honors, at the veiy existence 
df such a cbaige, on my long unsullied 
reputation^ I seem to have become the 
prey of temporary derangement, and to 
have sought to conceal a meie clerical 
euor in account, which would have van- 
ished befoie an Open avowal of it. ^All 
tny memory of the facts, as they really 
weie, bad totally failed me, and anxious 
to clear my ehaiacter trom a slam that 
did not belong to it, the distraction of 
ihy mmd huinexl me into a conduct bor- 
dering on insanity. I requited two men, 
almost stiangers to me, to deny that 
paiticulai leceiptswere duplicates; when 
not only the comparison of them must 
confute such an assertion, but my own 
book, as exlnmted to you and to. the 
commisioners of accounts, and winch I 
never sought to withhold, declared them 
duplicates; also, as appears by the ori- 
ginal eutiy of them, standing in those 
singnlai|y candid woids, viz. " Received 
fot mislmd Receipts." 

In addftion to the above most fortunate 
•entry of tbe transaction, 1 would beg 
leave to call to yoar attention, the clear 
and respectable testimony which Mr. 
H'Kenzie has given upon the subject, 
And 1 uust, that with every vtnpiejudieed 
mind, I shall stand acquitted of eot- 
rupt motives. The subsequent deviations 
fiom moial rectitude, I atteirlpt not to 
Justify, but some charitable allowance, I 



would fondly hope, will he made for the 
distraction of a man charged with pe- 
cuniary fraud, of a pitiful extent, to- 4 
ivaids the close of a long and laborious 
lire, ofcontraiy practice. 

I might here lelale, with truth, tbe 
various ways in which my anxious caie 
has contnbuted to protect, rather than 
to dimmish your hinds, but such topic* 
are now unavailing. I feel that the «• 
cm ence of so much weakness, oi igmatmg. 
from that lnhiunty of body and mind, 
which 1 have sometimes ftlt iiicieasmg, 
and which induced me, in the yearloO 1 ?, 
to request your honourable board, to join 
my son in my commission, which in con- 
sideration of my long and faithful services 
you «Tie kmdly pleased to do, and which 
weakness, the U» events have, I may 
say, huinedtoa crisis— -speaks>foiubly, 
that the increasing effects ot age have 
lendered me unequal to perform the du- 
ties of my office any longer, with ad- 
vantage to the public or myself j and 
therefore, I beg leave, in tenns of un- 
feigned lespeot, to tenner you my re- 
signation ; and under the cloud that 
obscuies my letirement from the business 
of the world, some rays of comfoit will 
dart forth, when 1 leflect, that how- 
ever imperfect may have been my 
best endeavouis, in all other respects, 
to serve your honourable Board, yet the 
tiansitot a considerable portion of your 
fluids thiongh my hands, has pi ejudiced, 
rather than impi oved my- pi ivate fortune.

Kesolved unanimously, That a com- 
mittee ot nine gentlemen be appointed 
for the purpose of preparing a petition t» 
his majesty, anoiher to the two houses of 
pailiauitnt, piaymg a lepeal ot the act 
of union, 

U he committee having been appointed, 
and the petitions being read— 

Resojved unanimously, That the pe- 
tition to the King's most excellent Ma- 
jesty, piayinga lepeal of the union law, 
be adopted a< the petition of the freemej* 
and fi eeholders of the county of the city 
ot Dublin. 

Resoh iid Twaaimously— That the peti- 
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fipn to both houses of parliament, prav- 
jr>g fprtbe said repeal, be adopted as tb« 
petition of this assembly. 

Resolved— That a pei inaneut committee, 
of twenty-one persons., fieemeii and free. 
J>o]ders of the c*y of 6ublm, be appoint- 
ed, and hereby enhusted, not only with 
the care of having the petition presented 
to his Majesty and to pailumentj but 
■with tne duty of co-operating with all 
S'KJh other pel sons as shall seek, by ltgal 
and constitutional means, the repeal of 
ti\e act Of onion. 

Resolved Unanimously. That oil* ex- 
*ellent and amiable viceroy, his Giace 
the Duke of Richmond, has, by the uni- 
form conciliation and wisdom, ot bis con- 
duct, merited the gratitude and thanks of 
the Irish.natiou. As a patron ol public 
institutions as a fnend to Irish Manulac- 
tures, as an upright chief governor, com- 
bining at once, suavity orderueauo with 
constitutional moderation i his Grace's 
ministry will be loug remembered with 
affection and esteem by every loyal 
irishman. 

Resolved unanimously, That we the 
citizens of Dublin, in aggregate meeting, 
legally assembled, fully impiessed with a 
sense of hi". Grace's many virtues, seize 
with pleasure this public oppoi tumty of 
returning oar grateful acknowledgments 
to bis Grace, and of thus recoidmg our 
anqualitled approbation of his Lieuten- 
ancy in this kingdom. 

Sir James liuldnll having led the chair, 
and Robert Shaw, esq. being called there- 
Jo. 

Resolved unanimously, That the thanks 
•f the aggregate meeting, and the grati- 
tude of the lush nation, are due to Sir 
James RicMall, Knignt, uot only for his 
|>olite and dignified conduct t'ljs day m 
the chair,but also, for the unifeim patriot- 
ism with Which he has distinguished his 
Sheriffalty. 

Resolved unMiimously, That a piece 
of plate, of the value of at least, one 
hundred guineas, be presented to hir 
James Riddall, as a small token of the re- 
spect and graiitude which his lellow citi- 
zens enteitam for his integiity, which 
yielded neither to infl'ience noi menance 
in the perfoinianceof his public duty.

the following commuuication was sent to 
us. 

On the 12th ult. Major Wallace at- 
tended at Banford Green, the teat of 
Robeit J. Nicholson escjj foi the pur- 
pose of inspecting various corps of yeo- 
men, viss. Wanngstown Cavalry, com- 
manded by John Cuahington Reilly, esq. 
Jtaim infantry .commanded by Robeit 
Jaffiay Nicholson, esq. and the Scana 
Infantiy commanded by William ii. 
Reilly, esq. 

The Scarva Infantry (whose captain 
not attending} weie commanded by Lieu- 
tenant Slie^og /> amyed,gn the ground fiist; 
shoitly after the Kaon infantry made their 
appearance and immediately shewed by 
tneu' hesitating manner, and lot 4 mui- 
lours, that they wrie dissatisfied. On 
beina; questioned as to the cause of jtljeir 
dissatisfaction, they declav-d they would 
pot be inspected along with the Scarva 
infantry because theie weie six Roman 
Catholic* belonging to that cot ps. Their 
captain harangued them and deprecated 
in strong Umjuage the toioeuting of re- 
ligious animosities, he ended by saying, 
he had come to a resolution that any 
one ot them Who recused to be inspected 
with the Scarva intantiy, might lay 
dwwii tlj-eijr arms ; immediately the whole 
thiew down their musket*, and the great* 
er nait then belts; the whole of thj» 
Scaiva uitautry with the exception of the 
siv Catholics, seeing what theotheis had 
done, ran ovjjr to theui bjuzzaing. The 
Waringsiown cavalry is if seized wi$h a 
similar mania, galloped off from their offi- 
ce! » mid joined the other two coips while 
the six Cutholics left to themselves, and 
fearful of unpleasant consequtnees from 
the intolerant spirit of their fellow sol- 
diei-, lau to a lejoote pait of the field 
while two actually leaped the fence that 
bounded it. 

John LusWiiston Reillyes,q in # strong 
energetic speeih to his co.ps declaied 
he had been in Germany, Holland and$ 
nuuibei of engagement*, and nevei betoie 
knew British subjects telusc to obey their 
officers; that he had seta Protestant and 
Catholic fight side by sidf and nobly min- 
gle their blood in the field ot honour j that 
he had never seen any difference made 
on account of icligioiis profession mil" 
ever beard of it until he witnessed it mi 
this unhappy country, and concluded by 
sayimr, that with men who' would condiu t 
themselves as they had done, h'e could have 
nothing further to do; oil which thty 
dismounted and laid down their arms. 

After the Scarva Infantry left tne field, 
the other two corps (with the exception 
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of a few of the Bann Infantry who had 
pieviously letircd) lestimed their arms, 
and underwent the usual inspection, &c. 
The Scarpa Corps having halted at a 
shoit distance weie afterwaids inspected. 
Col. Hall attended by pievions notice at 
Banfoid Green, on the next djy of in- 
spection, the 12th instant, where the thiee 
corps were asain collected. The Colonel- 
addressed them and pointed out to them 
the impiopnety of then conduct, and 
ended by saying that it was the de- 
termination of government to -discharge 
paity distinctions, aiming fiom differ- 
ence in leligions sentiment , should 
»»y of -them persjst in l heir refu- 
sal to be (nspeeted with the Scarva In- 
fant! y, because (here were Roma.i Ca- 
tholics among thero that they had then 
full libeily tolay down their aims On 
which two of the Bann Infanti v (suppos- 
ed to be nngleaders) on the right ot the 
line, laid down their muskets &c. which 
were immediate) v taken from them, and 
twootheis were stripped tor leftising to 
stand forward, when biought to join the 
Searva corps. The Brigade then went 
thiough their evolutions. Since that day 
a few otheis of the Banu Infantry sent in 
their arms, or wtre deprived of them on 
account of then activity in the mutiny. 
At fiistview of the foregoing facts it is 
natmal to feel indignant at the intolerance 
of bigotry evinced by these guardians of 
their country, and their want of pioper 
subordination to their officers, but on a 
calm and diligent inquiry, they are 
more objects of pity- Accustomed as 
they have always been to look to 
those m elevated rank for instruction or 
example, what has- been the lesson wlm h 
some ot those have taught them this self 
same lesson of intolerance and system of 
exclusion which they seem to have so ful- 
ly imbibed; foi it our information be cor- 
rect, on the formation of some of those 
toips, Men, Piote'tants (Catholics being 
o U of Ike question) of unexceptionable 
character, and in every other lespeot eli- 
gible, were rejected on the orootoerf er.,n»rf 
ot then not being Oiange men, and that 
theie was an individual private exami- 
nation of the lespective candidates, to as- 
reitaw then having this nccessaiy quali- 
fication fcefoie they were admitted into 
the corps A ftei 'this, would it not have 
been cause o( astonishment, had thty act- 
ed difleitntly fiom tviiat they did ! Tney 
are to blame', who being possessed of rank 
and influence, have employed them too 
successfully in the daholic.il work of fo- 
menting it Ii-Ticus animosities, which .all 
their endeavours cannot now eradicate.

In addition to the foregoing account com- 
municated by oui coi impendent, we are in- 
clined to add oui hopesthat the smritof in- 
tolerance is gradually losing ground. 1 i tot> 
much encoutagement weie gneti to party" 
in the foimadonof any corps, the conduct 
ot the officers on the piesent oocanoft 
appeals deserving of commendation. It 
is only when an error once committed, 
is obstinately presisted in, tbat disappro- 
bation should be strongly applied. In the 
piesent case we incline to hail the spirit 
of "turning liberality as manifested by 
the ofhceisof these corps; and actuated 
by a siuceie wish for theweltareof our 
counti y, oui earnest desire is for the 
general diffusion of liberality of senti- 
mentand practice.
